And now they are about a Bill of Eaſe or 
Indulgence to the tender Conſciences of Proteſtant Diſſenters, from the Eſtabliſhment in lefler Matters, conſidering 
what the preſent Lord Biſhop of Salisbary hath Learnedly in ſeveral of his Books written unanſwerably againſt Perſecuti- 
on ; and having in one Sermon truly given it as the Charafer and Glory of this Nation, that Tenderneſs and Compaſſion 
arenaturaltoit 5 and what he hath rightly obſerv'd in another of Thankſgiving from P/al. 144- 15. p. 220.

ed out before God in the bitterneſs of many mens Spirits ; whoſe lives bave been made a burden to them, only becanſe they conld 
not att contrary t0 oe perſwaſions, which they were not able to change or overcome. As alfo what was written by a Learn- 
ed Prebend of that fame Cathedral of Sarum, about. {ix or ſeven years ago, to his ( then ) great hazard in his Pro-- 
teſtant Reconciler, humbly pleading for condeſcention to his Diſſenting Brethren, in things indifferent, for the fake 
of Peace; and thewing how unreaſonable it. is to make ſuch things neceſſary conditions of Communion : which moſt 
Chriſtian and generous undertaking, did/afterwards in thoſe evil days expoſe him to the laſh of ſome of his high-own 
impoſin$ Brethren, who conſidered not. (unleſs backward ) the great ſervice he had before done, in laying open the 
Idolatry of the,Papiſts. Tho' in his Preface he urged the determination of King James the Firſt 5. viz. —For Concord | 
there is no nearer way, than diligently to ſeparate things neceſſary from the unneceſſary, 'and'to beſtow all our laboar that we may 
agree in the things neceſſary; and that jn things unneceſſary there may be Chriſtian Liberty allow'd : Now His Majeſty calls 
thoſe things fimpty neceſſary which the Word of God expreſly commandeth tobe believed or done, or which the Ancient Church 
did gather from the Word of God by neceſſary conſequence : But thoſe things which by the Conſtitution of Men, without the Word 
of God, were for a time received into the Church of God; tho pioyſly and prudently introduc'd, His Majeſty conceives they may 
be Changed, Mollified, Antiquated.

We do not think that reverence we have for 
the Church of England in the leaſt degree diminiſhed by our condeſcention, not peremptorily to inſiſt upon ſome particulars of Cere- 
mony, which however introduc d by the Piety and Devotion, and Order of former times, may not be ſo agreeable to the preſent, but 
may even leſſen that Picty and Devotion, for the improvement whereof they might happily wag r introduced, and conſequently may 
well be diſpenſed with, 8c. He doth further urge there Opinions to the ſame purpoſe of the Lord Chief Juſtice He,

Taylor, Hall, Davenant, Morton, Wilkins, Prideaux, Brownrig, Hacket, Biſhop of Cork and Rofſe in Ireland, the preſenc 
Learned Deans of Canterbury and London, and of ſeveral Reformed Divines abroad, and the cloſe arguings of 
Mr. Baxter at Home, alledging that the laying on of unneceflary burdens, ſeems to be coming afrer Chriſt ro amend bis 
Laws, corrett his Works, and make better Laws and Ordinances for his Church, than he himſelf hath done ;, for if Chriſt would 
have ſuch Rites impos'd upon the Churches, he could better have done it himſelf, than have left it ro Man, for thoſe Rites are 
equally neceſſary or unneceſſary throughout all Ages, and in all places where Chriſtianity obtains. If Croſling, Kneeling, 
Surplice, be zeedful robe uſed in the Church of England, why aor in all the Churches of the Saints ? 1f they are needful or 
expedient for Order, Uniformity, for reverence and decencyin this Age, why not in that in which our Lord and his Apoſtles 
lived, and through all ſubſequent Ages of the Church ? If therefore Chriſt did neither by himſelf, nor his Apoſtles, who formed 
the Firſt Churches, and delivered us his mind by the Spirit, inſtitute and impoſe theſe Rites, then either the impoſing them is 
needleſs, or elſe you muſt ſay that Chriſt hath omitted what was needful tothe due performance of his worſhip, which ſeemeth to 
imply, that either he was ignorant of what to do, or careleſs and negleftive of his own Affairs z which cannot be aſſerted withour 
Blaſpbemy. Thus far he urged Mr. Baxter, who hath heartily laboured heretofore more abundantly than us all for the

lignity, to reproach faithful Miniſters of Chriſt, and Judge them to Scorn and Beggery, and to Lie and Die.in Jails a5 
Rogues, and ſo fo ſtrengthen Profaneneſs, Popery and Schiſm, and all for want of willingneſs and patience to Read 
and Hear their juſt Defence ; whue they can ſpend much more time in Sin and Vanity. The Author humbly begs 
chat he and his Books of unconfutable Defence of a Miſtaken perſecuted Cauſe may not be Witneſles againſt them 
for ſuch great and wilful Sin to their Condemnation. To which purpoſe this holy Man, and his Brethren in Com-

th eſe Occ afions of Diviſion were removed, and we might but have leave to : ſerve God as his Apoſtles did. Very much mor S 
(which it would be tedious to bring into this Paper) may be ſeen in that moſt affeionate Perition for Peace.
